Jugo-Slavia Cabinet Resigns 
as Protest Against Secret 
Military Proposal Made by 
Rome With Scutari, the 
Fine Italian Hand of the 
Facaist Chief Seen In the 
Diplomatic Triumph — He 
Put One Over—League In 
a Turmoil. 


Trouble is seething over Italy’s new 
treaty 
with Albania. 
Jugoslavia 
is 
aflame with anger; her Foreign Minis­ 
ter Dr. Ninchitch, resigned Tuesday 
night as a protest, and the whole cab­ 
inet, headed by M. Ouaounovitch, fol­ 
lowed his lead, to attract the world’s 
attention to what he has described as 
the “ new and grave 
situation” 
an(| 
what generally is regarded as a seri­ 
ous danger to central European peace. 
Even 
the League 
of Nations 
is 
greatly disturbed over these events, 
advices from 
Geneva, say, 
for Dr. 
Ninchitch was president 
of the 
last 
assembly of the league, and compli­ 
cations of a widespread 
r.atyre 
are 
feared. 
Jugoslavia is a heavily armed na­ 
tion with an estimated force of 200, 
9 00 men. 
It is feared, too, that M us­ 
solini’s program of expansion and al­ 
liances will run afoul of the 
“ Little 
Entente,” which, 
in large 
measure, 
was developed by Ninchitch. 
The Jugoslavs are 
reported 
to be 
garding the 
Italo-Albanian Alliance 
as “disloyalty” to their country and 
other Balkan nations, 
and the 
Bel 
grade newspaper 
Politicia 
prints a 
statement from an unconfirmed source 
in Sucutari that the pact contains a 
secret military clause, whereby Italy 
undertakes to go to the defense of the 
Albanian government if need be. 
Official quarters in Paris, however, 
are without confirmation of the exis­ 
tence of such a clause. 
The Scutari reports further say the 
military clause gives Italy na^. al ba>es 
at Durazzo, San Giovanni 
di Medua, 
Scutari and Avlona. 
The view taken is that the Alban­ 
ian pact is the more serious when it is 
realized that Belgrade, long suspicious 
af Italy, has a Secret treaty with Hun­ 
gary, her northern neighbor, and it 
is known that 
Italy has been culti­ 
vating Greece, Jugo-Slavia’s souther** 
neighbor, for 18 months. 
Jugo-Slavia is strengthened by the 
‘Little Entente” alliance 
with Cze- 


cho-Slovakia and 
Roumania, but al­ 
ways has looked to France for support 
as the only nation with great military 
power. 
Jugo-Slavia 
has had 
its troubles 
with the Hungarian minority and the 
strongly conflicting racial character­ 
istics of its peoples, like most of Cen­ 
tral Europe. 
Albania has had a checkered career 
both 
along 
the borders 
of 
Jugo­ 
sla v ia and by reason of banditry and 
insurrections within her own borders 
the latest of 
which 
petered 
out a 
week ago. 
The country 
is 
without 
railroads and has been greatly under 
Italian influence. 
i 
This 
always has 
annoyed 
Jugo­ 
slavia, and has aggravated skirmishes 
along the frontier, which have been 
intermittent 
since 
the 
arminstice. 
This general situation is used to justi­ 
fy Jugo-Slavia’s large armed 
forces 
'and her military expenses, >vhich are 
28 per cent of her revenue.
